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Celebration of 
Pride Month 




ride month is celebrated in June every year to 
commemorate the 1969 Stonewall Uprising also 
known as the Stonewall riots. The Stonewall riots 
are known to be a turning point for the Gay 
Liberation Movement in the United States. Before the 
1960s LGBT individuals had not been welcomed within 
their communities so they would congregate in secret 
underground gay bars and clubs. During this time, there 
was a negative rampant stigma around the gay 
community and there were laws against homosexuality, 
such as being prohibited from holding hands. 


On June 28, 1969, police raided the Stonewall Inn gay bar 
located in the borrow of Manhattan in New York City. 
Police entered Stonewall Inn with a warrant and when 
patrons did not cooperate by providing their 
identification, thirteen people were arrested that night 
including employees. Shortly after a large group started 
to form outside and things began to quickly escalate. 
When a few police officers barricaded themselves inside 
the Stonewall Inn afraid for their safety, the group 
outside started throwing bottles, cans, and trash; they 
broke the windows of the building and started fires in the 
streets and the riots continued several days after. 


The Stonewall riots preempted other leaders and 
organizations to take action to support the gay 
movement. A year later thousands of the LGBTQ 
community marched the streets of Manhattan to mark the 
anniversary of the Stonewall Riots. The march, 
“Christopher Street Liberation Day” is now considered 
America’s first gay pride parade. Since then, cities 
worldwide celebrate Pride Month with a Pride parade and 
activities, events, and concerts throughout the month of 
June.

AUDRE LORDE 
FEB 18,1934 - NOV 17,1992 

Audre Lorde described herself as a 
“black, lesbian, mother, warrior, poet.” 

Lorde earned her Master’s degree in 
Library science 1961 at Columbia 
University and worked as a librarian in 
New York public schools from 1961-1968. 

She was also a writer, feminist, 
womanist, librarian, and civil rights 
activist. Lorde’s activism and published 
works “talked about the struggle for liberation among oppressed people” 
and the importance of organizing across race, gender, sexual orientation, 
and class. Lorde fought the marginalization of categories like lesbian and 
“black woman” and would actively participate in liberation movements 
and activism circles. Lorde’s poetry was known for calling out social and 
racial justice, queer experience, and sexuality. While battling breast 
cancer, Lorde wrote about the problem of silence around the illness and 
the woman's experience. She passed away from breast cancer on 
November 17, 1992.
